flash of lightning and a

clap of thunder. 
The bolt shot out 


of the heavens w.ith an aim as un- 
erring as If it had been discharged 
fiom a cannon. 
It struck Miss Hurd 


squarely upon the head 
and 
death 


was instantaneous. 


The other young ladies, one lying 


on each side of Miss Hurd, were ren- 
dered senseless. 
When 
they 
re- 


gained consciousness, their condition 
was pitiable, but they managed 
to 


crawl up the beach on 'hands and 
knees and secure assistance.

There Are Sandwiches and Sandwiches 


—Ones Here Given Not of Res- 


taurant Order. 


The following attractive recipes for 


sandwiches appeared originally in the 
Ledger Monthly: 


Chicken or Turkey.—Cut cold roast- 


ed clilt-kon or turkey into flue slices, 
.spread some thin slices 
of 
bread 


with a canape sauce; put two slices 
of bread together with a slice 
of 


chicken between, trim the sanelvvlches 
neatly, cut thorn 
in 
three-cornered 


liloces and serve on a folded napkin; 
or spreael the broad with butter, lay 
on the chicken, sprinkle; over a little 
salt, lay over the other slice. When 
they are all prepared in this wiy, 
cut in round or diagonal pieces, and 
serve on a folded napkin. 


Another way is to mix two table- 


spoonfuls of butter with one table- 
spoonful of French mustard, spread 
the slices of biead with the mustard 
butter, put a sliee of lejasted chicken, 
turkey, <old roasted veal or 
boiled 


ham between two slices, and finish 
the .same as above. 


Lettuce Sandwiches.—Spread 
some 


thin slices of bread with a canape 
sauce, put twe> or thrive young lettuce 
leaves between; cut them even 
all

pieces. 


Club Sandwiches.—Have some broad 


cut into fine slices and toasted to a 
nice blown color; on to a slif'e lay a 
crisp lettuce.' loaf, on to which put 
two very thin slice's of filed crisp 
bacon, then a slice of turkey or roast- 
ed chicken, again a slice of boiled ham, 
two small slices of crisp fried bacon, 
last a lettuce loaf, and place? on all 
another slice of toast. 
Press firmly 


with the hand to pack it, then cut it 
diagonally in half. 


Sandwiches a la Brigum. — Cut

thin slices of bread; mix four ounces 
of butter with one. tahlespnonful of 
Kngllsh mixed mustard, spread this

QIBT, N. J., SEPTEMBER 4. 


Now That the Importance of Expert 


Shooting Ii Understood, the War 


Department Expects a Large 


Attendance. 


The war department Is making ar- 


rangement* for the next national ri- 
fle match, which Is to be held at Sea 
Oirt, N. J., beginning September 4. 
Unusua) efforts are being made to se- 
cure the attendance of a team from 
each state in the union as well as 
from Porto Rico, Hawaii 
and 
the 


Philippines. 
It is improbable, how- 


ever, that there will be a team from 
the Philippines. 


Accurate rifle shooting is calculated 


by experts of the department to count 
as 8 % points out of~10 hi estimating 
the efficiency of a soldier on the line 
of battle, and it is held that while the 
teams from the states may not win 
the prizes the 
members 
would 
be 


brought into contact with the 
best 


military rifle shots in the world and 
thus be enabled to gather information 
and ideas relative to shooting which 
it would be impossible to obtain in 
any other circumstances. 


Commenting on this matter, a. mem- 


ber of the national board for the pro- 
motion of rifle practice, which 
has 


charge of the -national matches, said: 


"At the breaking out of the Spanish- 


American war the members of 
our 


small regular army were, as a rule, 
the finest body of military rifle shots 
in the world, and when an enemy 
showed his head or body at a dis- 
tance of 400 or 500 yards, and even 
much farther, he was generally put 
out of action. Our men charged over 
open ground to the Spanish rifle pits 
with comparatively few casualties be- 
cause thi1 Spaniards never had 
been 


taught to shoot. 


"It is believed that points 
about 


rifle i-hootlng would be disseminated 
pven hotter in the national guard than 
in the regular army for the reason 
that the members of 
the 
national 


guard as a rule live for a number 
of years in the same locality, where- 
as in the army most of the soldiers 
leave after one enlistment. 


"It is advisable that oaoh state and 


territory which decides to be repre- 
sented at the national match should 
hold a pieliminary comiietiUon two or 
three months in advance, that the best 
shots, may be selected." 


While the war department 
under- 


stands that the question of senJIng a 
team to the national match is largely 
one of expense, it is believed that 
every state and territory should be 
able to spare from its apportionment 
of the annual federal appropriation a 
few hundred dollars necessary for this 
purpose.

guns.

"Did 
you ever see the diameter of 


a lightning flash measured?" asked 
a geologist. "Well, here is the case 
which once inclosed a flash of light- 
ning that fitted it exactly, so you can 
see how big it was. This is called a 
'fulgarite,' or 'lightning hole,' and 
the material It is made of is glass. 


"When a bolt of lightning strikes 


a bed of sand it plunges downward 
into the sand for a distance less or 
greater, transforming simultaneous- 
ly Into glass the silicia in the mate- 
rial through which it passes. Thus 
by its great heat it forms a glass 
tube of precisely its own size. 


"Now 
and 
then such a 
tube, 


known as a fulgarite, is found and 
dug up. Fulgarltes have been fol- 
lowed into the sand by excavations 
for nearly thirty feet. They vary In 
Interior diameter from the size of a 
quill to three inches or more, accord' 


j Ing to the 'bore' of the flash. But 


fulgarites are not produced 'alone in 
sand. They are found also in solid 
rock, though very naturally of slight 
depth, and frequently existing as a 
thin, glassy covering on the surface. 


"Such fulgarites occur in aston- 


ishing abundance on the summit of 
Little Ararat, in Armenia. The rock 
is so soft and porous that blocks a 
foot long can be obtained, perforated 
In all directions by little tubes filled 
with bottle green glass formed from 
the fused rock. 


"Sonic wonderful fulgarites were 


found 
by Humboldt, on tho high 


Nevada de Toluca, in Mexico Masses 
of the rock wero covered with a thin 
layer of grcn glass. Us peculiar 
shimmer in the sun led Humboldt to 
nycml tho precipitous peak at the 
risk of hla life."

Is pastured down. Good hog giow- 
ers very properly claim that hogs 
prepared 
for the fattening process 


by good pasture will take on three 
pounds 'of flesh more from the same 
quantity of feed necessary and add 
one pound in cold weather to a hog 
that has been kept up in a pen. 


The grass Is cooling and laxative 


and contracts the heating qualities 
of the grain. Dairy slops, fruits and 
vegetables have the same beneficial 
effects as grass. 


They with grass should form the 


principal summer diet of hogs, and 
with the worms and insects obtained 
in pasturing the hogs will sustain a 
healthy growth until the fattening 
process begins. 


Of course the summer pasture of 


thfe hog should have plenty of pure 
water and shaded damp giound to 
which the hogs can go to escape the 
heat when not feeding.
